junRly and Severally, Specially Conſtititut Greetilgz Poraſmuch as, the Annexed-Exciſe, as Converted by the Twenty tight 4& of the firſt Seffion of 


this current Payliawent, from Two Merks upon the Boll of Melt,to an Exciſe of Three Pennies upon the Pint of all C£le and Beer Browen to be Vended and 
Sold with the Exciſes of other Liquors mentioned in the ſaid 4, are now Set in Tack by the Lords of Our Thefaury and Exchequer, to William Menzies 
late Baillie of Edinburgh, and Alexander Wood Merchant there, for the ſpace of Five years, to commence from the firſt of Merch next to come incluſive s 
And that the Lords of Our Privy Council are Authorized and Impowered to preſcribe ſuch Methods and Orders, beſides theſe mentioned in the As of 
Parliamers; as they ſhall judge n*ceſſary, for the better Uplitting and Inbringing of the (aids Exciſes : Therefore, and for Determining all Differences that 
Fo may ariſe betwixt the Brewers and the Tackimen of the ſaids Excilcs, and their Sub-Tackſmen or ColleQors, during the Space and Years of the foreſaid Tack« 
Ard for the due and timeous makingi of Entries of all Liquors Rrowen or Imported Lyable to the ſaid Exciſe: We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Pcivy Council, Do A 
and Command the Commiſſioners of Supply of the ſeveral Shires within this Kingdom, Qulified according to Law, and reſiding within the Shire; ; 
the ſaid AG of Parliawent are Appointed Commiſſioners of the ſaids Exciſe, to Meet at the Head-Burghs of the reſpeGtive Shires, upon the firſt Txe/day of April next to come! 
and at their ſaid Mceting,. to Divide themſelves as is preſcribed by the aid 4G, and to Settle, and Appoint Places at convenient Diſtances, where the publick Exci/e-O flices 
may be beſt keepeds. for- the Brewers and Retailers to Enter, and give up the Quantities of Liquors Browen and Retailed by them, lyable in Payment of the ſaid Exciſes, and 
Appoints the ſaids .C-mmiſſioners, immediately after Deſigning Places for the ſaids Offices, to cauſe make publick Intimation at all the Church Doors within the reſpeQive 
Shires of the particular Places deſigned by them for the ſeveral ExciſeeOffices, with Certification to theflaids Commiſfioners or anyjof them refiding within the aids reſpeQive 
Shires,who ſhall Failzie to meet the ſaid firſt Treſday of Aprilnext tocomeg,and to Appoint and Deſign the particular Places for Exciſe-Offices in manner above-expreP,, their Names 
ſhall be returned by their Clerks to the Lords of Our Privy Couunci!, to the effeA they may take ſuch Courſe therewith as they ſhall ſee Cauſe: And We, with Advice. fore. 
.. faid, Requireand Command the faids Commiſſioners to Meet the brit Tyeſday of every Month thereafter, during the Continuance of the foreſaid Tack, for the Ends preſcribed, 
and ſet down in the As of Parliament: And We, with Advice forefaid, Requirear.d Command the whole Brewers and Retailers within the Bounds alloted for thefaids Exciſce 
Offices, to Attend the Commiſſioners thereat, upon the ſaid firſt Tveſday of April next, without any farder Charge, Citation or Imtimation to them for that effe&, but allanerly 
upon the Publication hereofz And there to Give in, ayd Make, and the ſaids Commiltioners to Receive from them an true Accompt of their Names, place of Reſidence, and 
the Time when they did begin to Brew, what ever the Quantitie may bez And likeways, full and faithfull Entriez of all Liquors. Browen or Retailled by them, lyable in Pays 
ment of the (aids Exciſes after the firſt Day of Merch next to come inclufive, Declaring hereby, and Certifying ſuch Brewers and Retailers as ſhall not Compear and Attend the 
faids Commiſſioners the firſt Tveſday of every Month, for Giving up their Names, Flaces of Abode, and Time when they did begin to Brew; - And for making Entery of the 
preciſe Quantities of all Liquors Browen and Retailed by them, lyable to Exciſe for the preceeding Month, they ſhall be holdenas Confeſt, and Decreets given againſt them 
for the Quantities contained in the Cl:ims and Complaints ta be given in by the Tackſm n, or their Sub-Tackſmen or Coll: Qors againſt them, providing neveitheleſs,that if the ſaids 
Brewers or Retailers holden as Confeſt, as ſaid is, (hall at any time within Three Months thereafter, Compear before any Two: of the aids Commiſfoners, afterhaving made 
gue Intimation to the Tackſmen, or their forefaids, and there make Faith as above, and report a Qertiticat unger the hands of the faids Commiſſioners, They ſhall be Re- 
poned againſt the ſaid Certification, upon punCtual Payment of what they ſhajl be found aues Ard We, with Adivceforeſaid, Appoint and Ordaio, that no Brewer or Re- 
tailer within Burgh of Reyalt'y, Regality or Barrony, Vend or Sl! any part of their Browſt, unii! firſt, they make Entery thereof at the Exciſes Office there, (if any be) and 
obtain a Safferance for the Quantities Browea,or upon their hand, which the Keeper of the Excile-Office is to give withont delay Gratzz And that in caſe of none-entrys Oc 
wrongous Entry, the Breweror Retailer within Burgh, belyable inthe Sum of Ten Pounds Scots, toties quoties, and to all Execution competent for payment thereof, And it is hereby 
declared, that the ſaids Entiies or Claims in Avſenc', may nevertheleſs. be hy 6s before any Magiſtrat, Juſtice of Peace, or Commiſſioner of Exciſe, by Witneſſes or Oath of 
' Party, notwithitaiiaiig or any ourvey mive bf the Saryecyers ana Walters, Poviding, ce laite ba dons Ear gntoiy3 toefcatierz * and 'that” ai] Brewers Bargels ep 
bercatter marked with their own name, andthe Seal of the ricxt Office, which ſhall be furniſzed tothe grails As alſo that no Perſon who hath foreborn to Brew for the ſpace 
mentioned in th? AR one Thouſand fix Hundred & ninety three, ſhall begin,un!zis they firſt get Licence from the Tackſmen foreſaid, and that no Perſon preſume to Reſet an 
Ale or drivking Recr intheir Houſes, in order to the in-baz'ing the Exciſe. thereof, . under the Painof ten pounds 7oties guotics, to the forſaids Tackſmen their Sub. tackſmen 
or Colle&orsz And farder, that all Tapfters, an:l Venders of Ale and dricking Beer, thall from the ſaid firſt day of cArarch next incluſive, before they Tap or Vend the ſame 
ficſt mike-Entry of what they have upon their hand, at the next Exciſ= Othce of the bounds now in being, ard at the ſame time take a Licence there « ' And in regard the 
Excife of ftrong Waters, Aquavity and Forraign Beer and Ale, is orderec by Act of Parliament to be payed by the Retailers; Therefore We with adviceforfaid, Require and 
Command all Brewers of Aquavity or ſtrong Waters, to make Moneihly Entries of tie quantities of tro: g Liquors Broweo by them, and give in ſubſcribed Liſts to the next 
Exciſe Office, of the names of the Perſons to whom they Sell their Aquavity or firong Waters, tobeagain (vld by [Retail z As likewiſe that all Retailers of prandy, forraign As 
quavity and ſtrong W ters, moke the like Entries of what quantities ef Brandy, Forraign Aquavity and firorg Waters they have upon their hand unretailed the ſaid firft day 
of Mareh, tothe eff-& that they may be lyable for the Excile thereof, at fix ſhilling per .Fiats _ As «fo that the ColleQtors, Clerks, or Surveyers at Cea«ports, give up a parti- 
cular account tothe ſaids Tackimen or their Sub-tackſmen ang Collectors of the ſaid Exciſe, of the quzntities of Forraign ſtrong Waters, Brandy and Forraign Beer and Ale, impor- 
ted from time to time, and who is the Importer, that the ſaid Importer may pay the Exciie of Brandy conform tothe . Act of the - Seliion of this 
current Parliament: As alſo that the ſaid Merchant Importer, and all other Perſons importing the ſaid Forraign Aquavity and ſtrong Waters, - who pretend to Sell the foreſaid. 
Liquors in haill Sale, that is toſay above a Pirt, as the AG of Parliament hath determined, be lyable and obJidged to give and Celiver ſubſcribed Liſis to the ſaids T'ack(men; 
 andtheic Sub-tackſmen or their Colleors, of the Perſons namesto whom they S.1l tne ſaid ſtrong Waters, or Forraipn Beer or Ale, and cf the quantities Sold tothem, to the 
eff & the Retailer may be lyable forthe Fxciſe thereof, and incaſe the ſais Commiſſioners or at eaſt two of them ſhall fall to meet, and attend the faids reſpeQtive Excile Offices 
upon the ſid fir(t Teſday of April next to come, or upon the firſt T»eſdey of any ſubſequent Moneth during the continuance” of the faid Tack, the whole diviiicn, and each of 
them reſiding within the ſaid Shire under the Certification foreſaid, ard aiter Inſtruments 1aker) agairli them of their Failzies We with advice foreſaid Require and Command 
the Sheriff and their Depurs,or ſuch as the ſaids Sheriffs or Deputs ſhall ſubſtitute to e:ch particular Dyzt for that effect allanarly, to repair to the (aids reſpective Offices within 
three days after they (hall be deſired by the Tackimen, or their Sub-tackimen, Or Collectors cf the faids Excilcs, there Summarly to Judge upon what occurs within the 
Bound: of that Office, in reference to the ſaids Exciſes, certitying the ſaids Sheritis and their Leputs or Subſttcute, If they failzie: they ſhall be puniſhed as the Lords of Our 
Hivy Council ſhall think fir. And farder, We with advice foreſaid, Prohibit and Diſcharge any cf the Ccmmiicners of Supply, or other inferior Judge or Officers of the Law 
ithin this Our Realm, to flop or hinder either Quartering,. Poynding, Impriſoning, . cr any other Jawful Execution that ſhall be uſed by Our Tackſmen, or their Sutetack(- 
3 51d ColleQors of the aids Exciles, - againſt the reſpective Brewers and Retallers, conform to the Entries that ſhall be maCe by them,” or according to the quantity of the 
F b Re-ailed by them, or whereupon they ſhall be holden as Confcſt in manner, and before the Judges above: mentioned, except they crave to be Reponed within three Mo« 
_ in manner above provided, under the Pain of being not only lyable for the Charges and Damnages Our ſaids Tackſmen, theis Sub»tackſmen and Colle&ors ſhall ſuſtain 
1nd jocurr there through, bat alſo to ſuch further Pains, as the Lordsof Our Privy Council ſhall think fits * And Jaſtly, it is hereby declared,” that ail the Penaltics zoties quoties 
above mentioned, * are not t5 be underſtood for every Delinquency or Fault, but allanarly for every Conviction, ard the Tranſgreflions to be therein found. OUR WILL IS 
HEREFORE, and We Charge you ſtrictly and Command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, ye paſs to the Mercat-Creſs of Edinburgh, and remanent Mereat-croſſes of the 
whole head Burghs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewartries within this Kingdom, and there in Our name and Authority by open Preclamation, mske Intimation hereof, that 
none pretend Ignorance, and Ordains Printed Copies hereof to be ſent ta the Sheriffs of the ſeveral Shires and Stewarts of'the Stewartries within this Kingdom, whom, and 
heir ur We Ordain to ſce the ſamen Publiſhed, and Copies hereof Afixed at the ſaid Mercat-crofles z and appoints them to ſen'! Doubles thereof toall the Miniſters, both 
n Churches and Meeting: Houſes within their reſpective Juriſdictions, th-t upon the Lords day immediatly pre ceeding the ſaid firſt Tre/day of eApril next, the ſamerray be Re- 
d and [ntimat in every paroch Church and Meeting-houſe, and Copies of the fame Afiixed upon the moſt Publick Doors thereof; ard Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed;
